Then, too, at the trial, had the wife

been there, she would have'divined and
unrrmskcd tho disguise of Portia, and
\'lth a woman's Intuition have seen the
tricky technicality of the legal quibble
by which Portia frees Antonio
Shylock Wronged Character.
The Injustice of the world's attitude

toward the Jew Is manifest In its Judg¬
ment on this play. Shylock Is the
wronged and outrnged character. He
Is wronged In theitrentment he received;
wronged In his home; wronged at the
court of Justice; wronged by the shnl-
low trickery of the 'aw thnt defeats his
contention; wronged by tho Injustice
of the statute that bode him forfeit
his own fortune and compels him to
become n renegade to his faith. Yet
the world applauds a Bassanlo tvho. in
the pleasures .of his honeymoon, forgot
the friend who had risked his life tô
make his wooing possible; It applauds a
Lorenzo, a common thief and seducer,
and It holds up to scorn and contumely
a Shylock. and nrnikes him the type of
an innocent and suffering people.

Purity of Jewish Home.
All this possible because there was no

wife and mother! It Is nil established nnd
conceded fact that the home lire of the
Jewish people hns been unsurpassed
among men. Its ties have been pure 'and
sweet and true. It bas been the palladiumof the Jew's existence, the fountain of hispeerless moral strength, the refuge for
the weary and world-abused wanderer. It
has given him the power to resist thé
world s allurements to apostasy, as It has
given him strength to endure the world'sills and Insults. The home was the crea¬
tion of the Jewish wife and mother. Her
tenderness, her devotion and her fortitude
have made and preserved Its atmosphere,and in her loving sympathy the hunted
stag found a haven and a solace. "Giveher of the fruit of her hands nnd let nor
works praise her in the gates."As unnatural and untrue a characteriza¬
tion as Is the figure of Shylock, It wouldhave been Inconceivable In the presencoof the Jewish wife and mother. Her ab¬
sence was a necessity. Without ShylockIt would have been a spiritual and flra-matlo Impossibility.

E. C. Minor, chief of the serials
division; Miss Rose Goode. stenographer;Miss C. G. Rison, assistant In the cata¬
logue division,, nnd Miss Ethel I. Nolin,
assistant in the traveling library division.
The board Is planning to make an ex¬

tensive purchase of books, and Mr. Ken¬
nedy, librarian, wns authorized to go to
New Tork to purchnse *2,5o0 worth of
books for traveling library purposes.He wns also authorized to make neces¬
sary changes in the serials room for the
shelving of bound periodicals nnd news¬
papers nnd for the furnishing of the li¬
brarian's office and to make desk ar¬
rangements for the various chief.».
The boar.i then adopted resolutions

authorizing the librarian to make a full
exhibit at the Jamestown Exposition.
This exhibit will be of peculiar Interest,
as there will lie displayed manuscripts!
of the State, which. In value and number,
are not surpassed by those of any State
In the Union. The board will also make
nn exhibit of the traveling library divis¬
ion and the division of comparative legis¬
lation.

Fourth District committee at tho Ches¬
terfield Hotel to-night.
After considerable discussion, the open

session, at which there were present, be¬
sides four coihmltteemen, Hunter "Wat¬
son, nf Nottowny, who Is Representative
Sou thai I'm secretary; Major F. R. Lnssl-
ter, R. H. Mann, who represented his
brother, "W. H. Mann, candidate for tho
nomination, and Editor Land, of the
BlncUstone Courier. Judge Yarrell was
not represented. The opinions of the
candidates as to the dato were heard,
and the committee then made Its decision
In executive session.
A letter from Southall suggested a date

between August 1st and 15th. Lasslter
and Mann preferred an early date. In
preparing election rules tho committee
provided that each candidato shall de¬
posit »350 by June 1st for election ex¬

penses.
Two of the three election Judges at .

each precinct shall act as clerks.

New City Laws.

The commltteo recommended
the »lassage of the ordinance as hereto¬
fore presented with an amendment that
the law shall be rcvokablo at the will of
the Council.
The committee also recommended the

passngo of the ordinance allowing auto¬
mobile drivers to make' a speed of fif¬
teen miles per hour on the streets of
Richmond. Tho tin sign ordinance was

also recommended for passage, with cer¬

tain amendments necessary to meet the
views of the Board of Aldermen.

DASHED ID DEATH
FRON CHURCH TOP
Roofer Slipped, Clutched Gutter

cluthed the gutter, vainly trying to pullhimself back to safety. Finally his hold
weakened and he fell to tho sidewalk.

AMUCK IN GOTHAM
Ex-Convict Entered Cafe and Be¬

gan Shooting When Ordered
Out.

CARRIED THREE REVOLVERS

Injured Patrolmen and Manager
of Cafe, and Put Patrons to

Flight.

NEW YORK, Mnrcli lfl.-Ell Lucas, a

negro ex-convict, who served ft twenty
years' sentence In Kentucky for murder,
to-nlglit shot three men In the Crescent
Cafe, JOS West Thlrty-geconcl Street. The
Injured men aro Roundsman John Walsh
and Pntrolinon James Scott, both of tho
West Thirtieth Streat police station, and
John Jones, manager of tho cafe. The
most serious Injury was sustained by*
Scott, who was shot In tho right shoulder.
Me will' probably bo paralysed for life.
Jones received a bullet In. tho right shoul¬
der, but his Injuryls not serious. Walsh
was shot in tho right hip.
Fifteen shots were llred. ,Thn fifty

patrons of tho place sought safety be¬
hind the bar. under tables and behind
barricades of chairs. Lucas, still shoot¬
ing, backed Out of the place and es¬
caped He was fired at several times
aB he disappeared.
Lucas, entered the cafe In nn ugly

mood, and wns ordered out. This angered
him, and he pulled one of throe revolv¬
ers ho carried and hegan the shooting.
Lucas was arrested Into to-night at

Fifty-sixth Street and Broadway, after
a fight which was almost ns desperate
as the original in the cafe. Before he
was subdued ho hod exchanged shot for
shot with two detectives, having reloaded
his revolvers. Thcro was a running fight
for nearly a block, and only the timely
uppeoronce of a patrolmnn. Into whose
arms Lucas ran, put an end to tl. When
Lucas was brought back to a police sta¬
tion ho was battered and bloody from
head to foot, his clothes were nearly till
torn off him and he had received a severe
beating, because, the police said, of his
desperate efforts to escape, even nftor
being disarmed.

CONDUIT IN THE AIR; '

NO CRYSTAL WATER
Cost of Flume Greater Than the

Amount of Funds Now
in Hand.

The Water Committee held a lengthy
meeting la-st night to consider bids from
contractors for tho building of the icon-
dutt rrom the water-works to the set¬
tling basin. When the bids were read
the commlttoo found Itself up against
a hard proposition and much timo was
spent in a discussion of,«he question as
to how to solve the problem prrtfcnted.
Tho bids for the work tailed for more

money than ln»s been set apart for the
construction of the-«conduit or flume,
whether tl bo constructed of iron, steel
or reinforced concreto. The lowest bid
was for twenty-odd thousand dlollars
more than has been sot aside for the pur¬
pose. As tho committee ha» no right
to enter Into a contract or recommend
one to the Council, looking to the expen¬
diture of Thore money than it has in
hand, thero was nothing lo do but reject
all the bids. This wiiB dftno and tuât
left the conduit in tho air and cloar
water for Richmond as far in the future
as over It wws. WbjM lu do was the
question.
Superintendent Holline took the floor

arid in a most earnest speech bogged
tho. commlttoa not to fcitVû the matter
where It was. He spolto ot the clamor
¦of tho people for clear water and Inti¬
mated that they were losing their pa¬
tience.with the Council. Ho ßeneVed the
people' would say, "Q'o ahead, build this
conduit of the best and most lasting
material, reinforced concrete, nnd lot us
have the long-promisen" clear water, no
matter If It does cost many thousand
dollars more than was at rtrst thought.'*
The superintendent spoke of the rapid

I was not
In the city then, and do not know thomerits of the case; but years of close
association with working people leads
me to believe that if any of the cityfathers opposed the gift because thoythought the working people did not need
nor desire a library, thoy were probablyperfectly honest, .but Blmply misunder¬
stood both the needs nnd desires of the
working people. Tho working people
may be too busy working 'In other peo¬ple's Interest to Spare timo tó look aftertheir own, and so may ,bö to blume for
a sin of omission In permitting the de¬feat of the library, but that they de¬liberately opposed such u blessingwould be hard for me, with my expe¬rience, to believe, I am spooking now
of tiie genuine working people, not ot

Six- of One Family Killed.
One of the pathetic tragedies of tho

disAster was the wiping out of all but
two of the family of Taylor Hewitt, of
Lebo. Kan. /Father, mother, daughter,
grandchild nnd the wives of the sons
are missing. Two sons.E. A. Hewitt
and W. L. Hewitt-are among tho In¬
jured in the hospital hero, each of them
having log fractures In addition to other
Injuries.. E. A. Hewitt said that he had
a dream several »nonths ago in which
his family was all killed. Ho said, he
saw Just as plainly as ho later saw the
real wreck, everything that took place
after the collision.
Some of the victims were pinioned under

the wreckage and burned alive before
help could reach them. Most of the In¬
jured were on No. 3, which was heavily
loaded. No. 1(1 carried comparatively few
passengers, and these escaped generally
with a alight shaking up.Relief trains were at once dispatched
to the scene from Pueblo nnd Florence,
but the work was necessarily slow, be¬
cause of the smoke' from the burning
wreck and because of the cold weather.
The first train bearing injured reached
Pueblo shortly after 6 o'clock.
DUrlngr the progress of the fire one man

was seen hanging from a car window.
"For God's sake save me."" ho cried, but
tlie heat was too Intense for the reseuors
to reach him. He slowly roasted to death
before the eyes of the crowd around the
burning wreck.

Thrilling Rescues.
Many thrilling reBcueo were reported.

One mon, whose name could not be learn¬
ed, forced his way Into a coach that had
received the brunt of tho shock, and see¬
ing a, young girl who had been pinned
under a seat, endeavored to lift her to a
place of safety. As ho raised her tho gir)
died In his arms. >

The rescuer dropped his burden and
seized a man who was lying urtder a root
timber. He dragged the man to a clearing
In the wreckage, where others can-led him
to a plnoe of safety. This one rescuer
saved the lives of four people.
A correspondent Wh6 returned from

the wreck says that tho car In which he
believes twenty-five persons wore killer,,
was completely ponsumed. He also states
that a dry goods box had been placedalongside the track and the bones of tno-
bodies which woro entirely burned upwere^placed In It. This box was brought-
to this city by the corone»*.
